stringency of 1891 and 1892. 


which culminated in bank failures ami 
general business depression in 1S93," 
the following brief but comprehensive 
answer has been given by one who is in 
a position to know the true cause of the 
panic: 


"In 1890 the twin measures, the Mc- 


Kinley tariff act and the Sherman silver 
purchasing act, were passed by a Re- 
publican congress and signed by the Re- 
publican president, Benjamin Harrison.

1883 until 1890, with liabilities averag-

The report of Commissioner of Pen- 


sions Lochren for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, has been submitted to the sec- 
retary of the interior, and the following 
abstract has been given out for publica- 
tion : 


The report states that the number of 


pensions on the rolls June 30, 1893, was 
066,012; that during the year 39,083 new 
pensioners were added, 37,951 were drop- 
ped for death and other causes, and 2,398 
previously dropped were restored. The 
number of pensioners upon the rolls 
June 30, IS94, was 9651,541. The number 
of pension certificates issued during the 
year was 80,213 and 139,875 claims of all 
classes were rejected. 


On July 1, l&'H, there were u-.disposed 


of claims for pension and for increase to 
the amount of 619,027, of which 287,209 
claims originals, widows and dependents, 
are on behalf of pensons not already on 
the rolls. These claims, save some re- 
cently died, have been examined more 
than once, and found lacking in essential 
evidence. They are the same eases that 
have come down through the past years, 


The amount paid was 4139,804,461, leav- 


ing a balance of $25,205,713. There were 
104 convictions in the United States 
courts within the year for pension frauds, 
perjuries and forgeries.

As we devote this page largely t 


such articles as may be of use and in 
terest to the farmer, we occasional! 
place here such political matter as w 
believe may give the farmer more ligh 
on questions of his political interest, 
vital question is—what shall we do abou 
the wheat crop ? The depression in th 
wheat business is not, indeed can not be 
due to a tariff passed bat a few month 
ago as any intelligent man understands 
though Republican editors would try to 
made it so appear. This depression ca 
be, indeed must be, due to the shuttle 
off of markets and consequent over-pro- 
duction. 


Last year the United States exportec 


117,121,000 bushels of wheat and 16.620 
339 barrels of Sour. Of this the TJnitet 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Irelan 
bought 72,513,0X1 bushels of wheat an 
10,361,000 barrels of Hour, equivalent i. 
al! to nearly 125,000,000 bushels of wheat 


During the same year 47,000,000 bush 


els of corn were exported, of which th 
United Kingdom bought 18,000,000. 


The total export of cotton was 2,212. 


000,000 pounds, of which Great Britai 
and Ireland took 1,182,000,000 or mor 
than half. A vast amount of cattle an 
meat products were sold, of which th 
bated British bought nearly all. Of al 
the other agricultural products sold b 
the American farmer a great part is soli 
to Great Britain. 


The McKinley people told the farmers 


that if they would stand by tbe protec 
tive policy and foster the manufactures 
the manufacturer would build up bom 
market for then: products. Under th 
McKinley bill tbe wheat crop of Argen 
tins grew up and the price of wheat a 
Baltimore went down from one dollar 
a bushel almost to fifty cents. If Grea 
Britain had not bought the great amoun 
of wheat she did, wheat would hard! 
have been worth harvesting. If she hai 
not bought half the cotton crop, th 
colored population of more than a bal 
dozen States would have been deprivec 
of their livelihood. In short, withou 
Great Britain as a customer the Amer 
ican farmer would have been withou 
any market for surplus products. 


Have we not a clear understanding 


from these facts that, when the Re 
publicans fight our business relation 
with England and Ireland, they oppose 
the interests of the farmer. It has been 
the Republican policy to antagonize ou 
friendly interests with these twocoun 
tries and yet the American farmer gets i 
large part of his market in them. Can 
therefore, the Republicans be friendly tc 
the farmer ? The desperate strnggl 
which they have been making to have i 
appear that they are friendly can not be 
made to agree with the facts. Can th 
farmer find anything in the managemen 
of this great State by the Republican 
which even looks like an attempt to pro 
tect or broaden his interests ?

Effect of Feed on tlic Growth o: 


Wool. 


Many observing sheep raisers have long 


since noticed the difference in the char 
act«r of wool as influenced by the feed o 
tlie sheep. One such fanner, more than 
twenty years age, made an interesting 
statement to the writer of some experi 
ments he had teen trying with sheep bj 
giving or withholding certain provendei 
rations for a period of four weeks each 
and he stated that the periods of giving 
and leaving off the grain ration could \x 
detected in the si/e of the wool fibers— 
they were large and strong during the 
growth of the month when grain was fed 
and weak and small for the period whei 
gnun was not fed—this difference being 
plainly noticeable to the naked eye. Tl: 
late Dr. Henry S. Randall mentions this 
peculiarity in one of his works on sheej 
husbandry. He says that change in feet 
or conditions "correspondingly changes 
the diameter of the same fiber during dif- 
ferent itagcn of its growth—the difference 
being mmetimea visible to the naked eye. 
He further states when the change in food 
has been marked, or when a change takes 
place from a low to a healthy condition ol 
the animal, it generally occasions a joint 
in the wool, or in other words the point 
in the fibers where ihe change began is so 
weak that a slight pull will detach the 
two parts, and in fact, they often seperate 
on the back of the animal, the n bole outer 
part being shed off—an occurrence not in- 
frequent in sheep that recover from illness 
or low condition. .Experiments made at 
the Wisconsin experiment station add 
much to our knowledge upon this interest- 
ing fact. Three lots of lambs were fed a 
grain ration both before and after weaning, 
in comparison with those fed only for 
limited periods. 
Ijunbe that were fed 


grain from birth'sheared an average of 10.1 
Ibs, while those not receiving a grain 
ration until the period of fall fattening 
sheared an average of^7 Ibs per head. 
Taking the average of three trials, the 
lambs receiving gram from birth average 
9 Ibs of wool; those receiving it from the 
period of weaning average 7.1 Ibs, and 
those not receiving any until winter fat- 
tening commenced average 6.8 Ibs per 
bead. 
The average of the three trials 


showed that the length of the wool fiber 
from lambs fed grain continuously was 
4.5 inches, while that from the lambs 
which did not receive grain previous to 
shed feeding in the winter was but 3.7 
inches. At every stage of the experiment 
it was an easy matter to select by the eye 
tbe lambs that received grain before and 
after weaning. The fleeces of those fed 
grain were dense and smooth in appear- 
ance, while those of the lambs having had 
no grain were always open and rough, 
lacking in finish. This smooth and 
uniform appearance oJ the fleece of the 
grain fed lambs was doe to the greater 
density of the wool as w«H as the greater 
amount of oil or yoik that was present in 
the fleece.—.American Agriculturist.

Kansas Experience in reciting 


Wlieat. 


The feeding o£ wheat to farm animals 


in lieu of other grains—especially corn- 
has assumed during the pasl year a very 
large importance in Kansas. In Novem- 
ber, 1893,1 put about SCO Pan Handle 
Texas steers on a full feed of grain, and 
fed them for a period of four months. 
These steers were from ranges where 
they were unused to grain food of any 
kind. They were fed a mixture consist- 
ing of about 00 per cent com and 40 per 
cent wheat, chopped or ground coarsely 
on a horse-power grinder. I have bud, 
for the last eight years, experience cover- 
ing the same months each year in feed- 
ing about the same number and quality 
of Western steers. 
During the prior 


feeding seasons I fed enti.ely corn, 
usually shelled. My experience in feed- 
ing the mixed food was highly satisfac- 
tory, both as to the quickness of time iu 
which I could gettbe animal to rightly 
take hold of the food and also as to the 
results obtained, and I have no hesitancy 
in saying that steers fed on a mixture of 
wheat and corn in about the above pro- 
portions will gain a great deal faster 
than on corn alone. 


During the season I fed 0,000 bushels 


of wheat of my own raising in this coun- 
ty. About half of this was fed to cattle, 
as stated; the remainder wns ground 
coarsely and fed direct to hogs in the 
nature of slop. 
Careful experiments 


showed that a bushel of dry corn put on 
14 Ibs of pork, and a bushel of wheat 
ground and fed as slop made 17 Ibs. 


I am this year feeding on the same 


farm 10,000 bushels of wheat; 4,000 bus- 
hels of this were of my own raising, aud 
12,000 bushels were purchased locally at 
prices ranging from 2S to 37c, or at an 
average price of Sac. I had on the Kan- 
sas City market a short time since a car 
load of pigs fattened entirely on wheat, 
which brought SG.10 per hundred aud 
averaged 240 Ibs. 
These pUg never 


knew the taste of corn. I have at thi. 
time more than ],BOU head of hogs of mj 
own raising—fattening hogs, pigs of al 
ages and descriptions, stock hogs an 
breeding hogs, aud during the last te 
months I have fed no corn whatever 
nor do I expect to as long as I can buj 
wheat at or about the same price a 
corn. All ages and stages of hogs appea 
to thrive better on wheat than on corn 
Mine have been enterely ftee from di_ 
ease. Where a bushel of wheat, costiuj 
3oc puts on 17 Ibs of six-ccht pork, ther 
can be no question of the profitablenes 
of wheat-feeding. 
For hogs I advi; 


grinding the grain coarsely, soaking it 
and using as a slop. I have fed som 
dry, whole wheat to hogs, but feel ecu 
fldent that owing to defective mastica 
tion better results can te obtained bj 
grinding and soaking. I consider whea 
superior to corn as a food for hogs, am 
that a bushel of wheat will put on a 
least 10 per cent more in weight that 
bushel of corn.—G. W.

Government on Feeding "Wlic-sit. 


The agricultural department at Wash 


ington has issued a bulletin on feeding 
wheat to stock. The bulletin advocates 
the use of screenings and low grade o 
wheat as animal food and the placing o 
only the best wheat on tbe market 
Equal parts of wheat and corn prove 
better for fattening animals than either 
of these grains alone. For growing ani 
mals corn is plainly not so suitable <u 
is wheat or oats. When wheat and con 
are the some price per bushel, it is pref- 
erable to feed wheat and sell corn 


Wheat should at first be fed in snial 


cjuantities. It should, when possible, be 
mixed with some other grain, and care 
should be taken to prevent any one ani- 
mal from getting more than the quan- 
tity intended for it. These precautions 
are especially necessary when wheat is 
Fed to horses. The best form in which 
to feed wheat is to roll orgiind it into a 
coarse meal. It may then be fed alone 
or mixed with cornmeal or ground oats. 


Fattening: Swine at Small Cost. 
Haphazard method" must not prevail i. 


we would fatten swine quickly and eco- 
nomically. We rfioiildfeed all the fat pro- 
ducing food that can bo properly digested 
and assimilated, but there i= great danger 
of excess in this direction. Too much «ill 
cause the hogs to become cloyed, they 
will lose their appetites, the digestive 01- 
;ans will be overworked, and a general 
naction of the animal's functions mil en- 
me, resulting in a loss of weight instead of 


gain, and thus defeating the feeder's 


nirpose. Of course, corn is the usual fat- 
tening grain, but it is so highly carbouace- 
ms that when fed exclusively, the diffi- 
ulties mentioned above are almost Hire to 
ippear. Hogs-nill eat and profitably di- 
gest more corn if one-fourth of the grain 
ration is composed of wheat bran. Hoots 
must not be forgotten; turnips, beet", po- 
tatoes or carrots, when mashed or sliced, 
ifford a most desirable supplement to a 
Liet of corn. They are cooling and laxa- 
ive, and materially aid and promote ili- 
'cstion. I have no doubt that swine will 
atten much more rapidly and at less cost 
vhen allowed a little bran and a few roots 
iaily, than when confined to a diet of 
-orn. The season best adapted to the /at- 
oning of animals is tbe moderately cool 
weather of autumn, avoiding the waste 
ecessary in severe weather caused by the 
ncreased quantity of food which is re- 
uired to maintain the animal heat.—Kz.
